: provided' that dividend is earned "trithln any flscail year, and has authorized 
the Immediate Isaue of $40,000,'100 of this stock to meet the existing emergency. 


Tli» present stockholders are to tie accorded, the privilege of preferred pur- 


Ahaaem of .thl« stock. Each can buy of the new Issue an amount equal to one- 
flftb of the common «took held and owned by him, and purchase can be made 
at til* par value of the stock. 


H the road Is able to pay a dividend of 7 per cent on this $40,000,000 the 


amount required would be $2,800,000, or only $800,000 In excess of the interest 
on a bonded Indebtedness of 540,000,000 at 5 per cent. The company is not 
obliged to pay this indebtedness unlesp It earns it, whereas If it issued bonds 
to the amount of $40,000,000 It -would he obliged to meet the interest obli-ga- 
jtlon ft $2,000,000 per annum. This dividend obligation is not cumulative. If, 
therefore, the cojnpany earns a dividend of 7 per cent 1n any fiscal year and 
Jt« stockholders own the stock, the dividend paid would be equivaJleiu to a 
dividend, of 3% .per cent on the common stock of $200,000.000.
